Dear Brooks: 

I am writing you at this time, and in this man¬ 
ner to publicly go on record as denouncing as false¬ 
hoods, some vicious allegations you have made 
about several very good friends of mine. 

Please take notice, Bir, that my "John Henry" 
is signed at the bottom of this letter. We have a 
name out here for human pole cats who make 
statements without having the courage to. let the 
world know who is making the charges. 

I am aware that I am not ajone in denouncing 
your many unprovoked falsehoods. -It has come 
to my attention that official Fundamentalism has 
apparently put the right brand on you. 

And from information reaching me, you are 
becoming not a little fearful. What are you fear¬ 
ed of? Have you done something wrong? 

You know, Brooks, an old "spit and whittle" 
philosopher friend of mine, oilt on the plains of 
Wyoming, once told me that when a stone is 
thrown into a dark alley and a lop-eared, long¬ 
haired mangy cur, yips and howls, you’ll know, 
without further investigation, the mongrel has 
been struck. 

This old sage hit the nail right on the head. 
Put 'er down boy! He repeated to me this crude 
proverb to encourage my heart after I had been 
criticized because of my denunciation of sin 
among, supposedly, professing Church members. 

Which leads me to remark, that it seems to me 
there is a lot of whimpering going on, by someone 
out in your direction. You haven't been ud any 
alleys lately, have you Brooks? Of course, I rea¬ 
lize that the city of Los Angeles is a big town, that 
a lot of loco critters live out there, and that there 
are a lot of alleys, so perhaps we are mistaken. 
Although you are like another individual I read 
about somewhere "me thinks this man doth pro¬ 
test too much". 

You know’, Mr. Brooks, if you lived out here in 
the wide open spaces or Colorado or Wyoming, 
where two-fisted men live by a code, and you in¬ 
sinuated and lied about good people — in the man¬ 
ner you have about true Gospel preachere, in Your 
"smear material” — I am frank to say the incident 
would likely be considered beyond letter-writing.' 


Why, we have men around here who take hu¬ 
man pole cats out in a hollow, and peel them down, 
to the right size. 

Put ’er down, brother, Almighty God is going 
to "slap $our ears down” for the mean and unholy 
things you have said about His servants. Preach¬ 
ers lose their Gospel message for carrying on like 
you are! Listen, fess up, how long since you 
really had a good prayer meeting all alone, to. take 
the temperature of your soul? 

You are guilty of gross wrongdoings with re¬ 
spect to the spreading of vicious statements about 
righteous men who are endeavoring to ride herd 
on these Godless,. Chrfet-hating Communists. 

Rounding up these mavericks and stamping 'em 
with the right brand, is a hard job. It is serious, 
then,. when one of our own riders turns “yella”. 

Rustling, chiseling and double-crossing are pret¬ 
ty serious things on the plains, Mr. Brooks. It's 
dirty business when any skunk, by under-handed 
fighting, tries to disarm organized Christian 
ranks, mobilized against subversive forces. 1 

And I double dog dare yoti, to counter charge 
that these Christian men whom you are smearing, 
are not sincere or, as you have insinuated in your 
little paper, that they are Nazi sympathizers. 

If you do, I’ll call you a plain liar. It has been 
my good fortune to know some of these boys in¬ 
timately, and to number them among my best 
friends. I know them to be God-fearing, Bible- 
believing, knee-bending Christian Ministers, who 
recognize the spirit and physical powers of the 
anti-Christ, when they see it. 

Because they are my pardners and because they 
are too Christlike to personally Btoop to your level, 
I decided to take up this jawin’ with you. And 
don’t think they are not equipped to defend them¬ 
selves! I am a Christian, but, thank God, I am 
also a six foot, six inch man, with experience in 
riding the saddle. And furthermore, it is Scrip;, 
tural that if a brother has something agin another 
brother, to go to him with it And, brother, Tm 
coming at you bareback." •• ’ - '■*

be plain with you 1 Brooks, you have shown your¬ 
self to be a little man. So insignificant, in fact,

You are nothing but a hammered down, sawed 
off, chewed up nubbin. Take for instance your 
name. Your middle initial is "L” — which could 
mean "little'*. And out here a "Brook" doesn't 
suggest a big body of water. "Little Brook” — 
hombre, your pappy didn’t give you a misnomer. 

You put out a little magazine and your "Lea¬ 
gue” is a little organization, and I think you are 
a little weak-kneed. 

• • • • * 

You call yourself the "American Prophetic Lea¬ 
gue". You should change it to read “Pathetic” 
League. But by the shades of Calamity Jane, 
I’ll be. hoss whipped if I can find the remotest 
indication of profound Scriptural prophetic dis¬ 
cussion, in' your fuzzy little paper. And as for 
the "American" part of your self-styled title, some 
of your statements have the peculiar ordor of 
“alien-utterings”. 

To be plain again, I am of the opinion that your 
little magazine has degenerated into nothing but 
a left-wing yellow “smear" sheet 

I Let me augment my position with an apt illus- 
I tration. In the December, 1938, issue of your 
magazine “Prophecy”, you state: “Now for two 
years, the liberal-minded Spaniards, have been 
defending their infant Republic against reaction¬ 
ary forces. Though they are in a position similar 
f to that of our own young Republic, battling for its 
very life at Valley Forge, yet we as a nation have 
j followed the almost unprecedented course of iso- 
J lating them from our sympathy and support". 

1 I am just wondering where you got that state¬ 
ment? Is it possible that you received the idea 
from a hand bill, circulated by the “New York 
State Committee of the Communist Party”, which 
reads: 

“Barcelona is the Valley Forge of the struggle 
in Spain. Remember how the hugry ragged forc¬ 
es of the American Colonial Army at Valley Forge 
gathered their strength, battled on, and establish¬ 
ed the American Republic”. 

That’s a pretty damaging similarity, isn't it. 
Brooks? You sugar coat your doses in the name 
of Christianity. And because of this, perhaps your 
readers are unaware, of the pdison they are being 
fed. 

You talk like those foreign fellows, Hitler and 
Mussolini, are coming over here and take our 
; Country. According to you, unless we get out our 
’' six-shooters, and go over and fight Germany or 
Italy, we will all soon be booted and saluted. • 

You have little to sgy_ahout the infinitely more 
threatening menace — international, boring-from- 


within Communism, fomenting right here m. our 
own. country. 

Much of your columns are devoted to “hate bab¬ 
blings" of other nations, remotely removed from 
our frontiers, in which you quote Sherwood Eddy, 
William E. .Dodd, also the "New Republic" and 
“New Masses", for authority. Although we are 
not supposed to be as smart as you boys who have 
the advantage of the great intellectual and cultur¬ 
al influence of Hollywood, we westerners know ■ 
these men and papers for what they are — red 
propaganda. Everybody knows the “New Mass¬ 
es" is a straight Communist Paper. And you quote 1 
it approvingly in your “Prophecy" sheet. J 

This might hurt, Mr. Brooks, but as a matter 
of fact, the kind of stuff you peddle, I can get in 
a Communist book store for two cents per pam¬ 
phlet. 

Perhaps you are unaware, Brooks, that Earl 
Browder, chief Communist maverick of America, 
recently declared: “You may be interested in 
knowing that we have preachers, preachers ac¬ 
tive in churches, who are members of the Com¬ 
munist Party.” 

You prophesy nothing, or an infinitesimal little, 
about the Godless, Atheistic Communists in this 
Country. You prophesy little about Modernistic 
liberals who are turning our churches into stink¬ 
ing stables of social centers.. 

As a matter of record, a couple of these so-call¬ 
ed "liberals" are supposed to be your buddies, 
anyway you circulate their stuff put out in the 
name of "Friends of Democracy”. I refer to 
“Rev.” L. M. Birkhead and Rev. Joseph Cleveland. 
The former is the man who runs that academy 
for liberal propaganda up in Kansas City, whom 
you quote in "Prophecy". He calls it "The Liberal 
Center”, doesn't he? Is he the gentleman for 
whom you distribute literature on the Pacific 
Coast? Cleveland, pastor of the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church, Kansas City, helps Birkhead run 
the “Friends of Democracy”. 

Incidentally, but you know of course, buddy 
Cleveland recently had Sally Rand, the nudist fan- 
dancer, appear in his pulpit. Peculiar company for 
a “nrephet” like you, to be keeping, eh boy? Or 
is it? 

I don't know what people think in other parts 
of the Country, but out here in Colorado and 
Wyoming, we men and our women folk don't like 
Sally Rand. And neither do we like preachers who 
allow her to speak in their pnlpita. 

When the glorified Sally Bpoke for buddy Cleve¬ 
land, she vehemently defended the "Loyalist” ar¬ 
mies in Spain, who were then killing priests, 

E teachers and nuns, at the same time bombiug and 
uming churches. It was similar. I am told, in text 
to that vitriolic article, written by you and appear 
ing in the December, 1938, “Prophecy", ridiculing 
as propaganda the fact that sincere Spanish be¬ 
lievers. snffered unbelievable brutalities at the 
hands of Bela Kun’s agents.

After some though' I have this suggestion to 
make: 

Why wouldn't it be a good idea, and a sensa¬ 
tional "scoop" for which you are eternally seek¬ 
ing, for Sally to contribute an article to your little 
magazine, in which she would protest the utterly 
horrible fact that the Spanish rebels, had banned 
the fan-and-bubble dance in Spain, to say nothing 
of restoring Christian worship and releasing 
Christians from forced hiding. Put her picture, 
bubble and all, on the front page of your paper. 

Your Kansas City pals should not get all the 
breaks. Publish her picture and then everybody 
will know, how you and her agree on the matter 
of butchering Christians in Spain. 

, I would suggest that you head the article, "Ban- 
^'hluK-of Bubble Dance Cited as Reactionary Fas- 
• qisbn Liberal-minded People Protest". In the ar- 
Sally could point out that the "American 
/Piwphetic League" and the “Friends of Democ- 
hw" are issuing a protest against this highly 
cjSSBvilized act, and that all liberals should boy¬ 
cott the new Spanish regime. It might not all 
be true, but you should worry about that! "Boy- 
cot Spain for Boycotting the Bubbles” — there’s 
a good slogan. 

Please do not misconstrue this as an attempt 
on my part to tell you how to run your little paper. 
Maybe you have thought of it yourself, but fear¬ 
ed domestic reprisals. 

In that case, your public will understand, and 
Cleveland and Birkhead will continue to take all 
the glory. And I don't think Sally will feel too 
hurt over being cheated out of an opportunity to 
make a great contribution to the. "Cause". 

However, if you find it possible to overcome this 
objection, (you could use the argument of being 
liberal-minded), let me make this further sug¬ 
gestion: 

I see by the magazine "Life” that Sally is con¬ 
ducting a “Nude” Ranch this summer at the San 
Francisco World's Fair. If I know my geography 
correctly, San Francisco is only a few hours away 
from Los Angeles. Why not drive up there over 
some week-end and confer with her about a pro¬ 
posed article for your paper. But, please Mr. 
Brooks, remember business before pleasure 1 

May I point out that haste is an important fac¬ 
tor in thiB matter, because the “New Republic” 
or "New Masses" might beat you to itl 

Or, for that matter, Sally is a good neighbor of 
yours, since she lives in Hollywood where, I un¬ 
derstand, you have a lot of friends. 

Isn’t it a fact that your name was mentioned 


recently in . Angeles newspapers, as working 
with the “Rimywood Anti-Nazi League for Peace 
and Democracy”? 

• • • • • 

Now that we have this matter tentatively set¬ 
tled, may I consider a more serious thought. 

Your pronounced editorial policy of creating 
hatred for nations with which we have no quar¬ 
rel, is in line with Communistic spawningB. Any 
editor who writes with the aim of creating war 
hysteria may be accused of "stooging” for the 
war-mongers. 

If these colossal gangsters are successful — and 
if you are found in their camp — you, sir, will be 
guilty, in part, for the suffering which such a war 
brings upon soldier boys and broken-hearted mo¬ 
thers. 

Any Christian Minister or editor, who lends his 
influence to creating the kind of hate that breeds 
war, in which stalwart American lads bleed on 
-foreign soil, is no better than a white-bellied liz¬ 
ard. Those are harsh words, and for your sake, 
Mr. Brooks, I hope you will not be found classed 
as a rodent. 


It has reached the point where "smear” mater¬ 
ial through the mails, directed against those who 
are fighting the very evils I have mentioned, will 
no longer be tolerated by the Christian public. 
Continued braying and hawing will result in stir¬ 
ring up righteous indignation. 

And the righteously indignant, may I point out, 
are not loath to throwing stones of righteousness, 
into dark allays. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Brooks, some of the 
boys out my way have been doing a "lot of talk¬ 
ing” about the dirty “smear” you have waged. 
These pioneer sons, somehow, don't appreciate 
stabbing a fellow in the back. 

In concluding this epistle, may I leave this sim¬ 
ple admonition: Stay out of alleys. Brooks. And 
further, it wouldn’t be a bad idea for you to bend 
those knees of yours, and ask God for forgiveness, 
for slandering His servants. 

It would be better for you if you disassociated 
yourself entirely from Birkheads, the Clevelands, 
the Sherwood Eddys, the New Republics, the New 
Masses, etc., etc.

Di vision r eceived word from 
HHBPi DenverOffice of the Anti-defamation League, 
Empire Building, that HARVEY SPRINGER, a minis ter in Den ver, had again 
launched an attack on the Jews and other groups.enclosed notes 
of a meeting held in the tabernacle of Springer on July 8, 1942. These 
notes indicated that two enlisted men were in attendance and that one. 
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a private, acted a s an usher and assisted in taking up the collection. 

During the meeting SPHINGES attacked the Jews, the Federal Council of 
Churches, and made reference to the fact that he, SPRINGER, had been refused 
a commission as a chaplain in the Ariqy because of the influense of these 
groups. 

Notes of a meeting held on the night of July 23, 1942, indicated 
that SPRINGER stated that some men were being arrested for Sedition, and he 
implied they were not guilty as charged, and in his prayer, he prayed for 
friends now in trouble. 

Inasmuch a s information had been received from the Anti- 
Defamation League indicati ng that Re v. HARVEY H. SPRINGER might be an ex¬ 
convict, Agent interviewed stated this was a rumor, but wrote 

a letter to his national office in Chicago, and received a reply to the 
effect that no definite information had been learned by that league. 

''•'Chief of Police JERRY BOYER of Englewood, Colorado, stated 
that HARVEY SPRINGER worked for the Oates Rubber Company a number of years 
ago, and that he was reported to have had a criminal record, but that he 
had made inquiry himself through the Gates Rubber Company, hut was unable 
to find anything to indicate SPRINGER had a criminal record. He had like¬ 
wise checked at Littleton, the county seat for the county in which Englewood 
is located, but there was no record of SPRINGER in the regular court or the 
juvenile court. 

Chief BOYER later furnished information that SPRINGER had worked 
at one time for the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company and had been short 
in his funds, and that his wife had secured a job witii Mrs. Stover's Candy 
Company to repay the shortage. 

Chief BOYER stated there was a rumor that SPRINGER had been 
mixed up with the wife of a peace officer at Fairplay, Colorado, and he 
suggested that Sheriff VESTS IART be contacted at Fairplay in order to 
prevent embarrassment through an accidental interview with the hisband of 
this woman, provided such an incident had actually occurred. 

He further advised there was a rumor that SPRINGER had gotten 
into some trouble at Leadvillo, Colorado. Chief BOYER stated that there was 
a rumor that SPRINGER at one time had stated in the pulpit he had been 
convicted of a crime, but that he had been unable to find anyone who could 
confirm such a statement. 

Chief BOYER stated that the only criminal record he of was 
an arrest of SPRINGER for speeding in Denver, and that under the Colorado 
State law an individual could not be fingerprinted against his will for a 
misdeamor.

His home address was given as 1574 South Pearl 
Street, and his age at the time was given as 14 years, v/ith height 5 feet 



The city directory for 1922 lor Denver lists one OfTO ft. SPRINGER, 
a carpenter, as living at 1574 South Pearl Street, but his name does not 
appear in ony other city directories. In 1923 the city directory lists JOHN 
0. SPRINGER and HARVEY H. SPRINGER, 3035 South Delaware Street, as a vulcanizer 
for the Gates Rubber Company. 


The name of HARVEY SPRINGER does net appear in the 1924 city 
directory, but appeal’s in the 1925 directory shor.ing him as an employee of 
the Gates Rubber Company with residence at 634 Pearl Street. The 1926 direc¬ 
tory lists HARVEY H. (EVALIKA id., wife) SPRINGER as a salesman living at 
Apartment 2, 74 Sherman Street. His name does not appear in the city 
directories for the next five years.

He turned to the Indictment. It 
was released far publication by At¬ 
torney General Francis Biddle on 
July 23. and charged 28 persons with: 

Interference with and Impairment 
Of the loyalty, morale, end discipline 
of tho military and naval foreea of 
the United States In time of peace— 
before Pearl Harbor. 

Causing Insubordination, disloyalty, 
mutiny, and refusal of duty In the 
military and naval fortes since the 
war began. 

Senator Taft said: 

"Among the 28 individuals who sre 
named as defendants In the indict¬ 
ment sre a number of known German 
connections, and there are also some 
other* among those 28 who arc no 
doubt un-American. To that extent 
the indictment commands the whole¬ 
hearted approval of every American." 

Uke Witch Hunting of Find 
World War 

Among those 28 defendants, he 
pointed out. were Herman Max 
Schwinn, West Coast gauletler of the 
Gcrman-American Bund, and William

"Twenty-seven organisations are 
mentioned In the Indictment. They ere 
not Indicted. No charge la brought 
against them. 

"Tbe Indictment says that they 
were 'used' by the defendants to fur¬ 
ther their conspiracy. And - under 
these 27 organisations are many com¬ 
munities and societies of known loy¬ 
alty." 

He quoted the language of the In¬ 
dictment: 

"And It wu further a part of the 
aforesaid conspiracy that the aaid 
defend ants and divers other persona 
to the grand jurors unknown, would 
organise and cause to be organised, 
support, use, control, contribute to 
financially, and otherwise aid, at dl- 
vers placet within and without the 
United States of America, commit¬ 
tees, group* and organisations, under 
the following names, among other*." 

Senator Taft, son of one-time Pres¬ 
ident William Howard Taft of the 
United States, said: 

"The Indictment wu adroitly 
drawn. It lists, among those 'con¬ 
trolled' and 'aaed' organizations, such 
notorious unpatriotic group* u the 
German-American'Bond and the Sil¬ 
ver Shirts. 

'And then—linked to that com¬ 
pany, It names auclt groups as the 
Coalition of Patriotic Societies and 
the America First Committee. It 
does not say how they were used." 

The America-First Committee we 
know. But the coalition of Patriotic 
Societies may need some amplifica¬ 
tion.

Among member societies of the co¬ 
alition are the Sons of the American 
Revolution and the Veterans of For¬ 
eign Ware, whose men have fought 
throughout the world to keep Amer¬ 
ica free!

Army lien In High Positions Named 

He cited more names—leaders of 
the America First Committee: Gen. 
Robert E. Wood, member of the Ad¬ 
visory Board of the Chicago Ord¬ 
nance District; Gen. Thomas S. Ham¬ 
mond, who left his post as president 
of the Whiting Corporation to serve 
with the ordnance district, where on 
August 14 he was confirmed as dep¬ 
uty chief; R. Douglas Stuart. Jr., now 
a lieutenant In the armed forces; and 
Col. Hanford MacNider, whose pro¬ 
motion to the rank of brigadier gen¬ 
eral was announced August 10. 

MacNider Is now directing shipping 
for General MacArthur In Australia. 

Senator Taft aald: 

**The Army does not seem to think 
these men are allowing themselves 
to be used nor that their presence Is 
disruptive to the loyalty of Uie 
forces.'' 

And he continued: 

"If these committees and societies 
did violate the law, If they were un¬ 
patriotic, even unwittingly, the De¬ 
partment of Justice should have in¬ 
dicted them directly. 

"Obviously, the Department of Jus¬ 
tice knew It could not obtsln findings 
against them directly, and ao It 
dragged them In this manner. In ord¬ 
er to carry out what seema to be a 
policy of smear. 

"Handled In tills way, these com¬ 
mittees and socle ties have no means 
of defending themselves. They can¬ 


not come ln*n court and. In answer 
to • ehsrg' tr themselves. 

"Every . jr organization whose 
name Is mentioned In connection with 
aiding enemy or corrupting the 

Milita nd Naval forces la con¬ 

demned without a hearing by many 
millions of hla fellow citizens, no mat¬ 
ter how Innocent he may be." 

Members of Congress Liable to 
Attack 

Some of these attacks, he said, 
might have been completely out¬ 
rageous, but: 

"If that principle la carried to Its 
logical conclusion, no one could utter 
a word of criticism without being 
subject to possible indictment on the 
ground that he was shaking the con¬ 
fidence of a soldier In hla civilian 
government. 

'They could Indict nearly all the 
Senators on that ground 

“The department could draw an In¬ 
dictment against a considerable pro¬ 
portion of Congressmen and of the 
nation's editors on approximately the 
grounds stated in this part of the In¬ 
dictment." 

He paused to consider the fantastic 
proportions of such a principle, and 
continued i 

"I doubt If this principle were car¬ 
ried to Its extreme, whether during 
an election campaign an editor could 
oppose an Incumbent official who was 
seeking re-election, without lay¬ 
ing himself open to the charge of 
corrupting soldiers' morale by criti¬ 
cizing a civilian official."

SPRINGER spoke for about one hour on the subject, "GOD 
CALLED PREACHERS," mentioning the story of JONAH and the "big fish." 

He stated that any preacher who was worthwhile must be "GCD-called*" 

Cnly for a brief time did the speaker allude to the present war, at which 
time he stated, "I’LL tell you what's wrong with the world today. What 
caused this war? Sin caused the war* And it won't end until the people 
of the world repent and come to GOD." 

The subject was heard to utter no statementsr that could be 
regarded as being seditious during his sermon of Decemben/31, 19A2, He 
made a radio broadcast on that date between 4:15 and 4:30' tfofer station 
MOB, and a recording of this broadcast, which was in the nature of an 
Advertisement for the campaign to be carried on for the next few weeks at 
the Tabernacle, was obtained. During this broadcast, he mentioned that 
there were probably a number of mothers listening to the broadcast who had 
sons in the service and who would start the new year without the company of 
their sons* He suggested to them that the best thing they could do to gain 
solace, and to start the new year right, was to caae to the Tabernacle for 
the Watch Night Service* 

The writer attended the services beginning on January 1, 1943, 
at 7:30 p*m., but no statements were made by SPRINGER which were in any manner 
seditious* 
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On January 2, 1943, Mr. SPRINGER talked on the subject, 
"REBELLIOUS WIVES AND AILING HUSBANDS." The only statements made during 
this talk were those in which Mr. SPRINGER said that it was wrong for 
women to work outside the home. This was part of his general hypothesis 
to the effect that women should obey their husbands, raise children, and 
not take part in civil or business affairs. He stated that instead of 
young women being out singing, "PRAISE THE LORD AND PASS THE AMUNITION," 
and other "Jazz tunes," they should be home praying or in church singing 
hymns. He stated that persons who are Christians should not drink, smoke, 
dance or go to movies and indicated that all wctnen were directed by the 
BIBLE to wear their hair long. 

>K Special Agen^|HH^m^^|mpfeended the afternoon 

services on January 3, 1943, a^whior^S^Kev^SPRINGER spoke on the 
subject, "AMERICA, AWAKE OR PERISHl" The first part of this speech was 
devoted to the fact that our forefathers were praying men and that that 
was the reason that this country has such a glorious past* During this 
part of the talk, no seditious statements were made. The subject then went 
on to state that during the days of prosperity America was one of the most 
sinful nations and that America paid for her sins by having visited upon her 
the Great Depression. SPRINGER stated that if America had not forsaken GOD, 
the Great Depression would not have happened. 


The subject continued then and spoke against the evils of 
drinking. During this part of his talk, he made the statement, "pearl 
Harbor would never have happened if our boys were not drunk." Later in 
his talk the subject said, "America is the most murderous nation in the 
world." However, the subject gave as his reason for making^His statement 
the fact that so many people practice birth control in the United States 
and that every person who practiced it, murdered a baby each time he pre¬ 
vented conception. 


Rev. SPRINGER concluded his sermon by stating that unless 
America return to GOD, she would be destroyed; and he quoted a passage from 
the B3BIE, which stated that any nation which forsook GOD would be destroyed 
by the sword. During this part of his speech, the subject stated, "People 
who do not have sons in' the army don’t want the war to end because they are 
making more money now than they have ever made before in their lives." 
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The above meeting attended by Special Agent 
3 p.m. on Sunday, January 3, 1943, and at that time 
d several other soldiers and sailors were among the au< 
Gospel Tabernacle* 




From 8:15 to 9 a*m. on Sunday, January 3* 1943* the subject 
was heard to broadcast over station MOB, Mobile, Ala., but he talked entirely 
about religion and made no reference to politics or to the war# 


The writer attended the meeting at the Mobile Gospel Taber- 
nacle on the night of January 3, 1943, at which time the subject of discussion 
was, "THE UNPARD0NABU5 SIN." SPRINGER stated that this sin was "blasphemy 
against the Holy Spirit," and could easiest be committed by doing an act 
against one of GOD's creatures* During this evening meeting the subject 
made no statement which concerned other than religious matters and made 
none that were of a seditious nature#

Special Agent^^^^BB^^attended the services at the 
Tabernacle on January 4, 1943# at which time the subject spoke on the 
topic, "SHORT BEDS AND SCANTY COVERS." The first part of this talk dealt 
with how uncomfortable the subject was in beds that were too short for him, 
as he is 6 ft# and 5 in# tall# He termed himself as'bn uncomfortable mis¬ 


fit" in such beds# 


The subject then went on to devote the rest of his talk to 
the fact that many so-called Christians are not living up to the teachings 
of the Bible and are not going to church frequently enough# He added that 
when these so-called Christians,asked why they do not go to church, etc., 
try to answer, they are either unable to do so or their excuses are very 
weak# He then continued stating that such excuses are "unconfortable misfit^" 
and the subject spent much time enumerating such excuses. 

During SPRINGER'S talk on this date, he made no reference to 
the government, to any of its activities, or to any part of phase of the war 
effort# The subject's talk dealt entirely with religion and the excuses people 
_can think of to avoid living up th the teachings of the Bible# 

On January 5# 194|, beginning at 7:43 p«m#, Special Agent 
attended the meeting at the Mobile Gospel Tabernacle# The 
SPRINGER'S service was, "Practical Christianity#" The sermon 
consisted on numerous quotations from the Old Testement and comments, rather 
vociferous in nature, by the subject in which he urged those present to know 
their Bible and obey the commands of God as contained therein# Considerable 
time was also devoted to the need of the right kind of prayer# The subject 
of Jews, Hitler, and the war or any phase of politics, foreign or domestic, 
was not raised# The sermon was, in fact, a typical evangelistic diatribe 
against sin, the failure by people to know or follow the Word of God, and 
wsb strictly confined to religious topics* 


title of Rev. 
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SPRINGER announced that on the following evening, January 6, 
he waa to speak on "Life After Death," while on Saturday he would deliver a 
rousing sermon on "Cards, Theatre, and the Dance." Upon leaving the Taberw 
nacle, Special Agent NELSON obtained a tract containing a sermon by the subject, 
entitle, "The Double Curse of Booze," which is being retained as an exhibit 
in the Birmingham case file. This tract also contained a list of books by 
the subject and an advertisement for the subject's weekly paper, THE WESTERN 
VOICE, published at Englewood, Colorado. 
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Special Agenton January 6, 1943, attended 
the meeting at the Mobile Gospel Tabernacle conducted by Rev. HARVEI HOWARD 
SPRINGER on the topic, "Life After Death." SPRINGER spoke on heaven and hell 
and quoted freely from the Scriptures. He maintained that there is a heaven 
and Just as surely as there is a heaven, there is a hell. Only those people 
who are wicked, never worship God and only think of themselves and their 
every day Jobs, are the one6 who do not believe that there is a hell. He 
spoke about the tortures and punishment of those sent to hell and the fact 
that hell is everlasting. He spoke of the coming resurrection, at which time all 
will stand before the Judgment chair and will be Judged by God. The subject 
preached at length in the same vein and at no time did he make any seditious 
statements. He did not mention the United States, politics, or the aimed 
forces.

Special Agent 
BAKER tabmlfctedta memorandum for the file incorporating the substance of this 
sermon but there is no indication that subject made any seditious statements 
during the meeting of January 7, <1943, at the Mobile Gospel Tabernacle.

at the Mobile Gospel Tabernacle on January 6, 1943, at which time the 
Rev. HARVEI HOWARD SPRINGER spoke on the subject of "Salvation." His 
theme was that all men are sinners and all would go to hell if it were not 
for the redeeming power of JESUS CHRIST. That salvation comes through 
belief in the Lord JESUS CHRIST, who is responsible for the remission of 
our sins. The subject further claimed that a good life was not sufficient 
for salvation, but that salvation is obtained only through belief. No 
political topics were touched on by the subject during the sermon, although 
the subject did make the statement that the present warlike..not the last war, 
but that there would be a more terrible war before the end of all wars and 
the advent of the Prince of Peace and the Kingdom of God on Earth.

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Cn the evening of January 9, 1943, Special Agent^ 
again attended the revival meeting and at that time the subject spoke en 
the topic, "Cards, Theatre, and the Dance*" His sermon took the form of 
a castigation of these indulgences and illustrations and indulgence in 
them caused people, regardless of whether such indulgence was in a small 
degree, to lead sinful and un-Christian lives* He particularly condemned 
the movie industry and described those who produce and act in movies as 
"adulterous reprobates." He did not make any direct political utterances 
during his sermon, although he did criticise President ROOSEVELT for the 
President's Balls held on the President's Birthday* 


During his announcements preceding his sermon, the subject 
complained that the government had given him hardly enough gas to get his 
automobile out of his garage. At one point in his sermon the subject made 
the statement, "The moralB of the soldiers are the lowest in history*" He 
also said that the same was true of the country generally, particularly the 
nations high schools* He attributed this to the three evils on which the 
sermon was based. He inferred that the government was responsible in that 
officials winked at or encouraged the alleged evils* He also made one 
remark in connection with the dances held on the President's Birthday to the 
effect that "We should have polls every year," although it was not clear

zoning of May 2, 1943* the ’writer and Special Agent 
| attended the services at the Englewood Baptist Taber- 
nacle, Englewood, Colorado. There was a capacity crowd in attendance 
and every available standing space in the Tabernacle v. r as filled and 
people were overflowing through the doors outside of the building. 

Several servicemen were in attendance. Subject opened the meeting by 
requesting that all present that were going to take notes rise and 
identify themselves, explaining that ho did not intend to say anything 
which could not be printed in the newspaper but nevertheless he wanted 
to know for what reason anyone was .making notes. He further asked that 
anyone in the congregation who noticed someone else making notes who had 
failed to identify himself to rise and report it to him. SPRINGER next 
explained to the congregation that he had been put to considerable added 
expense in advertising this particular sermon which he stated he had also 
preached at the Hazel Park Baptist Tabernacle, Hazel Park, Michigan, on 
April 11, 1943, and would, therefore, ask them to give generously to the 
collection. He set S200 as the amount needed and was successful in raising 
that amount in eight minutes. 


Subject started his talk by saying that he had never been a 
candidate for public office, had never counseled anyone- as to how he 
should vote nor in any other way taken an active part in politics and 
vzas careful to elaborate upon his loyalty and patriotism to this country. 
He stated that both the Republican and Democratic Parties had outlived 
their usefulness and the future hopes of the American people could not 
be entrusted to either. He held up the book written by WENDELL YflLLKIE 
"One World" and referred to Mr. ..ILLKIE as the man who betrayed the 
Republican Party. President ROOSEVELT'S name was not mentioned at any 
time during subject's talk. 


A lengthy portion of the Bible was read by subject in which 
Daniel had prophesied that the world would be divided into ten kingdoms. 
Later in his talk he displayed a map approximately three feet by four 
feet, in which the countries of the world were shov/n in ten colors and 
according to him this map had been printed prior to the British occupa¬ 
tion of the island of Madagascar, yet he stated the map was printed 
showing that island in the same color as the British Snpire, 

Subject read excerpts from Congressman DIES' report that 
mls published in the Congressional Record of February 1, April 1, and 2, 
1943, attacking the Cammuiiists in the United States Government and 
dwelling chiefly on three employees of the Federal Communications 
Commission. SPRINGER attempted to bring the congregation to believe

that it was through such ComraunisticaHy inclined people that control tho 
Federal Coramunications Commission that he had been barred from radio 
broadcasting. He presented it in such a way as to ..lake it appear that 
ho was being persecuted and that tho trend of our present Government 
pointed toward the abolition of freedom of religion. Here he claimed that 
freedom of religion and speech had been omraitted frau tlie Four Freedoms 
outlined in the Atlantic Charter. 

Subject read from a recent issue of tho Philadelphia Inquirer 
an article containing statements made by Congressman BILL BRADLEY that 
tended to shov that the present administration was camouflaging legisla¬ 
tion supposedly in the interest of national defense, the real purpose 
of which' was to insure a fourth term for the President. From a recent 
issue of tho Detroit Tim^s SPRINGER read excerpts from on article written 
by a man by th_ namu of FERGUSON in which he expressed himself as being 
very much opposed to present pending legislation which if passed would 
require the registration of women. According to subject, this would result 
in families being separated and homos broken up. SPRINGER stated already 
the numbering of all males had been ■accomplished. In this regard he 
referred to the Selective Service registration read removed Ms wallet from 
his pocket in an effort to display his Selective Service registration 
card. Subject criticized the present rationing system because he was 
unable as a minister to secure ns much gasoline for his car as he thought 
he needed and was entitled to. Subject discussed ■..‘hat he called the 
Gestapo Bill which he stated had passed the House of Representatives and 
was pending before the Uni.ted States Senate. According to him, this 
bill would provide for tho setting up of the block system exactly as 
used in Germany and would result in husbands and wives spying upon one 
another, thus breeding distruet. He opined that this system '..'as to be 
used by the New Deal by putting their supporters in the responsible 
positions in the set-up so as to be able to exercise control as far down 
as the individual household. 

He held up a booklet entitled M Yfhc.t Can I Do" distributed by tie 
Office of Civilian Defense and predicted that the prusent set-up cf the 
OCD was to be used by the Government as a foundation upon which to build 
blC its blocl^y^enn^at all new but had,

he had been invited to speak bofore the Senate Committee when this 
legislation cornu before it and if possible he intended to do sc. Subject 
requested those in the congregation that were opposed to this legislation 
to so indicate by rising. The entire congregation with but few scattered 
exceptions responded. 
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Subject referred tc the setting up If the Internntional Bank 
as the bonk of an anti-Christ world. Ho foiled t'e qualify this state¬ 
ment by .explaining to his congregation just how and v.hy he thought of 
it as such. According to subject, gold v/as tc be the standard of this 
bank and inasmuch as the United States had all the gold in the world, 
the United Status would be required tc supply all the needed capital, 
whureas the activities of the bank were to be directed by the ten 
countries of the world with the United States having only twenty vobu-s 
out of a total v f 300. He stated that hu did net blame England or 
Russia for buing out to get all they could; however, it was up to the 
American people to stop and think of themselves and demand that they

Like the 
American flag, this cno had the red and white stripes but the field cf 
stars was replaced by the present British flag with a yollcv; star in 
the center, which, according to SPRINGER, was supposed to bo the star 
of peace. He worked up to a great climax of patriotic fervor while 
discussing this flag in comparison -..ith the American flag which ended 
by his throwing the -./orId flag on the fleer a*id stomping end spitting 
on it. 

Subject asked the congregation to sign their names to small 
petitions which './ere passed out at the door requesting their senator 
to veto against the Uostapc Bill presently in the hands ef the Judiciary 
Committoe arid also asked them to distribute these potitiens for additional 
signatures. Copies of these petitions are being forwarded to the Bureau. 

At the close of the meeting SPRINC-ER had the entire congregation 
rise and pose for several photographs indicating that he desired to send 
a photograph of that large crowd to the Senate. The meeting was concluded 
by singing the National Anthem. 

The liny 6, 1943, edition of the "Tlostorn V.ice" is devoted 
entirely to a reprint of* the above sermon doliverud by subject on May 2, 
1943. However, it is noted that the semen as printed is considerably 
curtailed and is not as lengtliy or inclusive as the sermon ho actually 
delivered.

According to the literature distributed by subject from May 16 
through May 23, 1943, there was hold the Sixth Annual Rocky Mountain 
Bible School at the Englewood Baptist Tabprnacle. The le'ding speakers 
at the Bible School were Reverend HENRY^'DRUBE, Mobil/, Alabama; Dr. VM T. 
MATSON, St. Petersburg, Florida; Reverend CLIFFCRB/PETERSON, Phoenix, 
Arizona; Dr. J. L^TIoLIi'J.S, Field Secretary at Colorado of the Independent 
Fundamental Churches ef America; Reverend JCE Ri'uOODEM, Denver, Colorado; 
Reverend DENNIS^SitGATI, Greeley, .Colorado; and Reverend LRi.'IjJ^fnilTOd, 
subject's assistant pastor.

In our seemingly hope¬ 
less task we have the promise of 
outside help for Christ, the Mss 
ter Salesman, has promised to 
go with us on erery sale, even unto 
the end of the age. 

As Christian salesmen we need 
to sit down and make an annlytl 
eal study of the thing ire have to 
sell. Too many Christians are 
afraid to do this, feeling that their 
faith will not stand ibe teat In 
Isaiah 1:18 God commands ns to 
“Come now and let ns reason to¬ 
gether." Peter tells us to be able 
to “give to every one that ssketh 
us a reason of the hope that la in 
un” We can do thla to Christian- 
ity for it will atand the test 
Christianity does not need our 
protection but our propagation. 

Knox auggesla seven things 
that a successful talesman should 
know about the product he ia aell 
ing. As salesmen for the Lord 
Jesus Christ we ought to know 
these seven things about Christi¬ 
anity:

Using thla outline let us study 
Christianity. Our first question is 
Who produced Christianity; what 
waa the method of production and 
of what is it composed? 

Before we answer these ques¬ 
tions there is one that needs to be 
answered: Whet brought forth a 
need for Christianity?

Where was Christianity pro¬ 
duced? First In the infinite mind 
of the trinity long before the stars 
sang together or the world was 
made. 1 Peter 1:18-20, ‘Toraa- 
much aa ya know that yc were not 
redeemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold, from your vain 
conversation received by tradition 
from yonr fathers; but with the 
precious blood of Christ, ss of a 
Jamb without blemish and without 
spot; who verily was foreordained 
before the foundation of the world, 
bnt was manifest in these last 
times for you.” Then God used 
the little isolated land of Pales¬ 
tine for His worship and slowly 
worked out Hia great plan of the 
ages.

Paul 
tells ua in Romans 5 ‘SS, “But God 
commendeth Hit love toward us, 
lu that, while we were yet sinners. 
Christ died for ua" This love ia 
summed up lu a person and that 
person la Christ. X Corinthians 13 
la rightly called the "Love chap¬ 
ter" and Christ's name can be put 
In the place of the word “love" 
sod It works perfectly. Christian¬ 
ity Is Christ Christianity la not a 
creed but Christ Christianity la 
Christ and that makes it unique 
among the religions of tho world 
for no other religion has s leader 
like Him. It Is not right to classify 
Christianity with the religions of 
thn world for it is not one of many 
religions but It, nnd It alone, Is 
the religion for the world. All 
others are religious of the world 
but Christianity is the religion for 
the world. All others nre from 
men or demons; Christianity alone 
is from God. There is o tendency 
today to say that there Is good in 
all religions nnd what we need to 
do is to take the good from all 
and make one world religion. A 
young seminary student In his 
valedictory address said: “I am 
not going to tell tho heathen that 
I have a better message than they 
baro; I am not going to give them 
a gospel that they do not know 
anything about; but I am going 
to take my heathen brother by the 
hand and say, ‘Come with me, my 
brother, we will go together on e 
quest for God'.” Let ua look at 
this unique person and see how he 
compares with the great men of 
the world. 

Any list of the earth’s one hun¬ 
dred great men would contain the 
names of these sixteen men: 
Dante, Milton, Homer, Charle¬ 
magne, Confucius, Socrates, Pla¬ 
to, Moses, Mohammed, Shakes¬ 
peare, Caesar, Newton, Napoleon, 
Aristotle, Lincoln and Buddha. 

Shakespeare, Homer and Dante 
are the three greatest writers that 
ever lived, Charlemagne, Napo¬ 
leon, and Caesar are the three 
greatest warriors of the world. 
Socrates, Plato and Aristotle are 
the three greatest philosophers. 
Confucius, Moses, Buddha and 
Mohammed are four religious 
leaders whose Influence has been 
greatest upon the religious 
thought of man apart from Chris¬ 
tianity. Newton is probably the 
world’s greatest scientific thinker 
and astronomical mathematician. 
We could go on with the list of 
great men and their achievements, 
but this list It sufficient to tell or 
earth’s great men. Yet when we 
come to Christ we cannot plaoe 
Hia name among these great men 
for He dominate* them and they 
are nothing. 

These men lived, worked, and 
are now dead whereas the whole 
world, the entire universe, la the 
realm In which Christ works and 
rules. Time will bury the others; 
time will only make His name 
brighter and more glorious. Christ 
was not a warrior like Charle¬ 
magne, Napoleon or Caesar; He 
was not a philosopher like Socra¬ 
tes, Plato or Aristotle searching 
for the truth for He waa the truth;

leading denominational conven¬ 
tions, conferences, synods and 
gatherings representing over 20 
million church people, bare 
passed resolutions petitioning the 
I’rcsldcut and Congress for war¬ 
time prohibition. 

Their efforts have been like 
pouring water on a duck’s back. 

The politicians In Washington 
have sneered at the Christian peo¬ 
ple, Ignored their pleas and petted 
and mollycoddled the boose crowd 
with an impunity that would make 
tbe devil blush. Under one pre¬ 
tense or another they have excused 
their “wet” policy. “Wet" news¬ 
papers and booze-soaked radio 
commentators have employed 
many arguments to defend tbe 
wicked boote traffic from wartime 
prohibition. 

“Wet” Arguments 
"Unfair To The Armed forcet" 

Perhaps the most popular and 
most often-repeated excuse offered 
has been that prohibition would 
be unfair to tbe armed force* But 
anything that would conserve 
vital war tuppUes, shipping spice 
and manpower, anything that

the American people, there are 
few, more vital contributions, that 
the reader* of the Worker con 
make to the welfare and happiness 
of our nation, than to spread and 
build the Marxist preas." 

Not only hns the Party gained 
among adult* but Is showing In¬ 
creasing strength amongst the 
youth of our notion, through the 
Amsricau Youth for Democracy 
(AYD), and the Sweethearts of 
the Bcrvicemen (SOS). The past

would Increase war production, 
anything that would accomplish 
these could not possibly bo unfair 
to anybody anywhere In all the 
world, oertaluly not to t soldier 
on » bloody batUefrout. In fact, 
the opposite la true. According to 
the Office of War Information, 
only 43 per cent of tbe boys In tho 
armed services drink any klud of 
beer, wine or whisky. Fifty-seven 
per cent are Ketotalcni and drink 
no alcoholic beverage whatsoever. 
It la unfair to the armed service* 
to let the booze-boosters at home 
waste, hinder and hamper tbe war 
effort while 57 per cent of the hoy* 
who face death on the battlefields 
are teetotaler* 

"Prohibition Wu« ‘Put Over* On 
the Boijt Before * 

Another “wet argument” is 
this: prohibition was “put over" 
on the boys before while they were 
fighting In France. That Is such 
a bsld-fsoed falsehood that no in¬ 
formed, Intelligent, honest person 
will listen to It. However, there 
arc many narrow-minded, Igno¬ 
rant "sucker*" who never think 
twice before they embrace n state¬ 
ment. For their benefit let us re¬ 
mind you that when the conscript 
law was passed In World War I it 
was written into that law that no 
man could sell beer, wine or 
whisky to a man In military uni¬ 
form. This did not take their 
liquor away from them while they 
were in France, This took their 
booze away from them before they 
donned their uniform* 

Moreover, war was not declared 
until May, 1917, and President 
Wilson, many senators and other 
member* of Congress bad been 
elected In a red-hot campaign in 
1910 In which prohibition waa one 
of the major issue* When they 
recommended national prohibition 
to the slates by overwhelming ma¬ 
jorities In both houses, they were 
but obeying tbe mandate of tbe 
American public on expressed In 
tbe campaign of 1916. 

What la more, when we declared 
war on Germany in 1917, there 
were already twenty-three states 
that hnd statewide prohibition by 
state action, and by the time na¬ 
tional prohibition was ratified the 
number of states that hnd adopted 
statewide prohibition bad In¬ 
creased to thirty-three: 

National prohibition waa not 
the result of war hysteria. It did 
not appear overnight The Prohi¬ 
bition Party, the Antl-8aloon 
League and the W.C.T.U. and 
many other temperance more- 
men ta and organisations bad 
been working and talking about 
this problem for a hundred year* 
Notional prohibition woa the In¬ 
evitable result of a century of or¬ 
ganization, agitation and legisla¬ 
tion. To say It was “pot over” 
while the boys were In France la 
as foolish as to say that a farmer 
grow* his corn the day he brings 
it to market. It Is ss foolish as to 
iny a boy receive* his college edu¬ 
cation on the day on which he re¬ 
ceives Ms diplomn.

Judgment shall not come upon tbe 
nations until after the catching 
away of believers, described by 
the same Inspired apostle in 1 
Theesolonlane 4:10 and 17, where 
he aays: 

"For the Lord Himself shall de¬ 
scend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voico of the archangel, 
end with the trump of God; end 
the dead In Christ shall rise first: 

“Then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up to¬ 
gether with them In the cloud*, to 
meet the Lord lu the air: and so 
shall wc ever be with the Lord." 

The secret of the world’s failure 
to secure settled peace to their

When advertisers, or othera, band themselves together Into a 
pressure group and order the OWNER OF A RADIO STATION to In¬ 
terfere with the free speeeh of t Minister of the Gospel, they are 
rlolatlng Section SI of Title 18, of the U. S, Code, . 

In other words, they then and there place themselves subject to a 
$5,000.00 fine, or op to ten years Imprisonment. It may now be stated 
that several instances of outright discrimination against Gospel Preach¬ 
ers, because of their known opposition to Communism—ore now being 
quietly studied by legal counsel and the proper authorities. 

Section 51 of Title 18, of the United States Code reads as follows: 
"CONSPIRACY TO INJURE PERSONS IN EXERCISE OF 
CIVIL RIGHTS. If two or more persons conspire to Injure, oppress, 
threaten, or intimidate any dtlren In the free exercise or enjoyment 
of any right or privilege secured to him by the Constitution or laws of 
the United States, or because of his having ao exercised the same. • * • 
they shall be fined not more than $5,000, or Imprisoned not more than 
ten yearn, and .h.n, moreover, be thereafter Ineligible to any office, 
or place of honor, profit, or trust created by the Constitution or lawn 
of the United States."

Will you permit me to read a statement by, 
the famous Negro leader end educator and scientist, Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington? 

Here is what he said: 

“I verily believe that the hend of Cod was Instrumental In bringing 
ths Negro to America from Africa as a stave; so that he might have 
Imposed upon him, the civilization and the religion of the white man, 
and after this training through ■ period of years. b« transplanted back 
to his nstlvs fatherland, there to bring redemption and salvation, and 
inoculate the Christian Religion In the natives of his homeland." Would 
you say. Dean Roberts, that Booker T. Washington was a hate-monger? 

Mr. Roberts .. , Will you allow me to read a few words from the 
tips of the great Emancipator—Abraham Lincoln ? 

“I am not. and have never been, tn favor of making voters or jurors 
of Negroes, or of qualifying them to hold office, nor to inter-marry. 
with the whites; and I will say further, in addition to Otis, that there 
is a physical difference between the black and white race which I belie.va 
will forever forbid the two races from living together on terms of social 
and political equality.”

a white man, as "Hate Mongers." 

QUESTION NO. 8: 

Dean Paul Roberts ... I am sure you will recall that William Z.

Ths Real Issue of 
Modernism in Colorado 

Ed. Note: Thank* to my good 
friend. Dr. Henry Gruhe of Mo¬ 
tile. Alabama, editor of "Proof' 
publication, who expresses exactly 
•nr belief concerning modernism in 
Colorado. We publish his article as 
our article because it expresses our 
definite convictions. 

The editor of Tabernacle Proof 
has taken Issue with the Modern¬ 
ist and the liberal, not because ho 
differs with them in regards to 
methods or even in regards to in¬ 
terpretations. Methods of render¬ 
ing Christian service are not sacred 
and they may vary with the pass¬ 
ing of the yesrs. We are not so 
naive as to suppose that at any 
time before the Lord Jesua returns 
that all personal or even Intel¬ 
lectual differences will disappear 
from among Christians. It Is only 
natural that people differ on cer¬ 
tain aubjocts and certain doctrine* 
and eertnin methods. 

It has been our experience to 
have genuine Christian Fellowship 
with men of Cod who differed with 
us on many doctrines and on many 
methods. Some of my best friends 
hold to the Armlnian teaching 
while I am a firm believer in the 
doctrine known as Calvinism. I 
have long preached the message of 
a complete rapture, while some of 
my close friends hold to the partial 
rapture theory. 

- The issue we take with the Mod¬ 
ernist is simply that his posi¬ 
tion is UNETHICAL. DISHON-

who does not believe in the Inspir¬ 
ation of the Bible, the necessity of 
the Blood Atonement for the sal¬ 
vation of mankind, nor does he 
believe in the Deity of Christ.

Louis E. Sidman is the secretary 
of the Anti-Defamation League of the B'nal B'rith. a Jewish fraternal 
organisation.

QUESTION NO. 1: 

Mr. Sidman, are you aware that representatives of your organiza¬ 
tion, the nnti-Defamation League of the B'nal B'rith, called on me a few 
years ago, and tried to buy my silence for $150,000? (Applause.) 

If so, why was your organization trying to buy control of my pen, 
my voice and the pulpit of (he Englewood Baptist Church? 

When your organization discovered that my conscience was not 
for tale, why did Its representatives threaten to use other methods for 
•Uencln.i me? 

Is It not a fact, Mr. Sidman, that one of your Rabbis came to my 
• office, sometime later—together with two other members of the B'nal 
B'rith . . and gave roe to understand If certain men spoke in my pulpit, 
that my public ministry would be destroyed? 

And, Is It not true, that I told this delegation .. . that 1 would run 
tho Englewood Baptist Church, and let them run the Temple Emmanuel? 
(Amen* applause.) 

And wasn't It some of your anti-defamation League men who called 
on radio station KEEL a few years ago and demanded that 1 be taken 
off the air? 

Mr. Sidman ... Do you know a man by the name of Theodore Wil¬ 
son ? Is he, or has he been in the past... on the payroll of the B'nal 
B'rith? 

Did he write hate articles for the radical, red, left-wing, pro- 
Communist paper called "Challenge"? 

Is he not the same Theodore Wilson, who is Regional Representa¬ 
tive, National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, Subject: "Aspects 
. of Sovld Foreign Policy." 

Have his amear articles agalost me been rehashed In the Mayor's 
report put out by your "Hate Committee”? And was this the basis of 
your attack on me? 

Did I personally call Mr. Wilson an the telephone one day and talk 
to him at your Anll-Defamatlun League offices . . . here in the city 
of Denver? 

Is Wilson one of your men? If so, will you explain why you allow 
him to write for pro-Communist publications? 

QUESTION NO. p 

Mr Sidman, docs the Anti-Defamation League maintain fronts and 
stooges in the Christian ciroles of the United Stales? 

Did your Chicago office turn the heat on Torrey Johnson, of "Youth 
for Christ" . , . ana demand that he write a letter to be used 'against 
me out hero... at a time when the Communists of Denver were trying 
to start riots at our Church In Englewood? 

And will you deny, Mr. Sidman, that your office of the B’nai B'rith 


before a copy reached our office in Englewood from Chicago. 

Ana was It the Anti-Defamation League that lined up some oilier 
Preachers out here to take a public stand against me when the Com- 
munlsts of this area were trying to destroy us? 

QUESTION NO. 8: 

Now, Mr. Sidman ... do you deny that your Committee didn't make 
an Investigation on "Hate Groups” in the various churches of Denver, 
except through tha files of the Anti-Defamation League, "Challenge" 
magazine, and the Communist Party, and do you deny that you made 
the statement last Monday night in Temple Emmanuel before at least 
150 people thst you hsd Invsstigsted no churches in the city of Denver, 
snd the only church Investigated was the Englewood Baptist Taber- 
nselc of Englewood, Colorado? 

QUESTION NO. 4: 

Now, Mr. Sidman. for your fourth question, and this is not your $64 
question—we'll get to thst s little Ister. Do you deny thst Eunice Dolau, 
your co-worker in the Unity Council ie the wife of Graham Dolan, editor 
of defunct "Challenge'' magazine, who has been a creator of disturbances 
In the city of Denver, that on two occasions Mrs. Dolan picketed the 
Y.W.C.A, snd was arrested for tills misdemeanor and charged with 
unlewful picketing. Since you had charge of the hate groups, Mr. Sid¬ 
man, why wasn't Eunice Dolan mentioned for her known un-American 
activities? Was It because Mrs. Dolan and you, Mr. Sidman, ait on the 
same executive board of the Unity Council? 

Or was it, Mr. Sidman, because Eunice Dolan is the wife of Graham 
Dolan, editor of the Red publication, "Challenge,” and Theodore Wilson 
was one of the smear artists for this magazine, whom you have not 
denied was ■ part of the Anti-Defamation League office force. 

QUESTION NO. 5: 

In light of the fact that highly documentary evidence has been pro¬ 
duced before the Committee on un-American Actigiliea in Washington 
snd the Tenny Committee in California that the Communist Party is 
the instigator of race riots throughout the nation, why did not your 
Committee investigate the activities of Mrs. Gonzales among the 
Spanish-speaking people? 

Your question, Mr. Sidman, is it because Mrs. Gonzales works so 
closely with Mr. Dietrich of the Auditorium Book Store, the Red candi¬ 
date for Mayor in the lost election, and was a w riter for Craham Dolan, 
whose wife is a member of the Unity Council? 

QUECTION NO. 6: 

Mr. Sidman, isn't it a fact that the majority of the Interim Com¬ 
mittee have been working together for several years to bring about 
rdiglous strife and racial Jutred under the guise of the Denver Unity 
Council ? 

Isn't it also a fact, Mr. Sidman, that Dean Paul Roberts, yourself, 
have been associated together on various executive committees of pro- 
Red organizations? Is not this the reason for not one Communist being 
indicted in your report? Will you deny that the Mayor'a Interim Com¬ 
mittee has pursued (lie Communist Party line on racial agitation, and 
hat fed the fires of racial antagonism by charging tint the Mexican 
Youth or Spanish-speaking people In the city of Denver was being sub¬ 
jected to police brutality, race discrimination, segregation and humilia¬ 
tion? Do you deny that the Mayor's Interim Committee has followed 
the Communist Party line, and has inspired organizations to carry on 
activities against the Denver Police Deportment and the Juvenile Court?

And. now, ladiea and gentlemen, juat a few feeble remarki con¬ 
cerning Mayor Newton and hit part In this un-American plot. 

Mr. Mayor... I hold In my hand three pieces of literature. 

First: A circular published a few yeara ago. entitled. “Denver Unity 
Council “ This organization la regarded ai being one of the redeat that 
operates In the Rocky Mountain Area. 

Left see what they have to say. Oh, yes, under Police Brutality 
they say, "since tha Council presented esses to the Grand Jury and 
brought former Milwaukee Chief Klucheaky to testify, police treatment 
of minority groupe has noticeably improved." Tho mayor's committee 
•ays, however, that it Is getting worse. 

Under Race Baiters, the Unity Council has this to say: 'The Council 
la continuously working to help citizens Identify such race baiters as 
Ifarvey Springer, and to mobilise opposition to their divisive programs." 
Evidently the Mayor’s committee ie a part of that opposition. 

Second: I hold in my handa a booklet published by the Communist 
Political Association of Colorado. We get down here under the Gotta'a 
on page 10 and the No. 2 Cotta reads: “Clean out the fifth column. 
Know what we mean ? Americans who stand under the flag and translats 
Mein Kampf—Harvey Springer. Hate, divide, persecute Negroes. Jews, 
Catholics, Christians, Reds, Whites, Blues." Gotta get rid Harvey 
Springer. Does that sound like the mayor’s program? 

Third: I hold in my hands n piece of literature published by the 
"Communist Party of Englewood.” It Is ao open "Loiter to the Rubber 
Workers." 

Mr. Mayor, I would like to.uuote a few sentences from this letter. 
|t is written to the employees of the Gates Rubber Company. Here Is 
What It says; 

"It has become the favorite pastime of resctlonary elements In and 
put of the union to label as a "Communist" any person who is trying 
to build a strong fighting organization In Gates to better the working 
conditions. This is the "divide and conquer" policy of all employers. 


This is the plan of the followers of Englewood's Fascist Harvey Springer 
whose numbers are many at Cates," 

“We must destroy Capitalism itself. In its place, we must build a 
Socialist system.'' 

“We must take ever the plants. We must orgeuize solidly and pre¬ 
pare for the change from Capitalism to Socialism." 

Now, Mr. Mayor . , ,*lt Is a further fact that tills tame "Engle¬ 
wood Communist Party" tuis fought me. and our Church, for years. 

Mr. Mayor ... Do you know that these tluee organizations, tha 
eS-called "Denver Unity Council." the "Communist Political Association 
of Colorado." and the "Englewood Communist Party." are saying exactly 
the same thing about Harvey 1L Springer, that your "Hate Committee" 
aayt in ita report. 

(Ex. B. C. and D.) 

Don't you think, Mr. Mayor, that you are keeping rather bad 
company? I don't say you are a skunk. I only said, it smells bad around 
your office. (Laughter, applause.) 

QUESTION NO. 2: 

Mr. Mayor ,. . you will recall that I visited you in your office last 
Monday morning. 

You will also recall that during the conversation you voiced definite 
opposition to the Committee on un-American Acticities of the United 
States Congress. 

Why do you condemn this Committee, which hss done so much to 
expose, and oppose, atheistic Communism In the United States? 

Surely you know that the city of Denver ranks third in the United 
States for the size and strength of its Communists organisations. 

You are known for your opposition to the Committee on un- 
American Activities. 

Does your opposition result from the (set that you enjoyed the 
eupimrt of the Communist organizations of Denver during the election 
campaign when you were a candidate for the office of Mayor? (Ap¬ 
plause) . 

Does your opposition to this Committee result from the fact that 
when you were a candidate for office, Mr. Dietrich said the only reason 
lie was running , . . was to propagandize the city for Communism ... 
but that Mr. Newton was the candidate whom the Communists were 
really supporting? (Applause). 

Were you sincere, Mr. Mayor, when you told me in the language 
of a threat, that you would welcome an investigation by the Com-' 
mittee on un-American Activties? 

QUESTION NO. 3: 

Mr. Mayor ... Do you belong to any Church? 

Do you bellevo in the Bible.? 

Do you believe In the existence of Cod? 

Were veu sincere . . . When, at the time you took the oath of 
office as Msvor, you ralsed-your hand and said these words: 

"I solemnly swear that 1 will uphold, cherish and defend the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States"? 

Mr. Mayor, I remind you that the Bill of Rights is a part of the 
Constitution of the United states. 1 remind you that it grants to every 
citizen the right of free speech, freedom of the press, and the right 
to worship God, according to the dictates of conscience. 

Mr. Mayor, when you permitted your "Hate Committee" to at¬ 
tack me, because I am a fundamental Christian ■ . . When you ad¬ 
vocated silencing m.v message as a Minister of the Gospel . .. When 
you ssid my paper, the "Western Voice." should be silenced—were you 
upholding the Constitution of the United States? (Applause). 

If you have thus violated your oath, do you know of any reason 
why you should not be recalled from office? (Extended applause). 

QUESTION-NO. 4: 

Mayor Newton ... I believe you will recall the first time we 
ever met. 

Did that meeting take place In the office of Chancellor Cates at 
Denver University during the early part of the year. 1946? Were you, 
at that time, the attorney for this school? 

Did you and Chancellor Cates agree, on that occasion, to let me 
speak on llie Campus of Denver University every time they allowed 
a Communist to speak there? And have I not spoken there twice as a 
result of this agreement? 

Did this concession on your part result from the fact that a man 
out of tile red underground of Europe Jiad been shipped into Denver 
for the purpose of ruining Harvey II. Springer. 

Had that man Just delivered an address at Denver University In 
which he publicly stated that Harvey U. Springer should be hung? 

Is that man’s name Kurt Singer? 

Then * short time later ... Did member of the Communist Party 
of Denver organize and try to itart a riot at the dote of an evangelistic 
service In our Church st Englewood? You will recall this incident took 
place at the very time that Brother Rosenthal was giving an Invitation 
for sinners to repent. - 

Were two members of the group prosecuted in the courts and as¬ 
sessed fines for tills diabolical act on their part? 

Then Mr. Mayor, on the instructions of this notorious Kurt Singer 
... did the Communist organizations of Denver send two men out to 
our Church to take numbers of automobile licenses, during a Sunday 
morning service? 

And was It Uieir purpose to get the names of the owners of these 
ears in order to persecute our members? 

Then did this s&nic Kurt Singer publish Yin article in a vicious left- 
wing magazine called "Reader's Scope" T 

Did that article bear the title, "Cowboy Springer—Apostle of 
Hate"? 

Could not a large part of your report, now released by your "Hate 
Committee" be traced to this Communistic article written by the 
notorious Kurt Singer? Your committee wasn't just a little prejudiced 
against Harvey Springer, was it? (Laughter). 

Mr. Mayor ... Is It not true that members of this same group at¬ 
tacked one of the deacons of our Church during a church service three 
(Continued M, Pl|« S) 
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weeks ago tonight and broke bis jaw by hitting him with a pair of 
brass knuckles? 

Will you deny that these tame three men let the air out of from 
one to three tires on 25 automobiles on our church propeity as a part 
of their persecution against our church. Do you think that this type 
of action develops peace and tranquility anfeng the religious groups 
of Denver? 

Mr. Mayor, why did your committee fail to cite these men? 

QUESTION NO. 5: 

Mr. Newton. Isn't It a fact that your attack upon ua by your Interim 
Committee was because you hold me largely responsible for the defeit 
of the Charter, and tho F. E. P. C. (laughter-applause). I wonder if 
possibly you aren't Just a little sore because I mailed 50,000 copies of 
a speech by Congressman Rankin on the F. E. P. C. into the city of 
Denver? 

And Isn’t It the purpose of this Committee to accomplish some kind 
of an F. E. P. C. In the city of Denver? That's what I seem to read in 
this report. 

Mr. Mayor, Isn't it s fact that you and your Committee were 
prejudiced toward Harvey II Springer because of his stand against 
Communism. And Isn't It a further fact that you are very sympathetic 
with the pro-Red element of this city. We establish this fact by your 
assoclaton with John Carroll, who has just sided with the Reds in 
the Hollywood Communist Investigation? And was oue of only seven¬ 
teen men who voted against the Committee of un-American Activi¬ 
ties? (Applause.) Wasn't your father-in-law, Mr, Shafroth, quoted 
by the New York Times, Sunday, November 2, 1917 as saying, "The 
Investigating committee may hove legitimate alms, but Its conduct gives 
one the impression of star chamber proceedings. It appears to me that 
many of the witnesses aren't given a fair chance to defend them¬ 
selves.'' 

Isn't W. W. Grant your father-in-law's law partner? And will you 
deny that W. W. Grant la on the Board of Governors on the Colorado 
Council of American Soviet Friendship? Do you deny that the Ameri¬ 
can Soviet Friendship Is a pro-Red front? And will you deny that your 
father-in-law is also a member of tills pro-Red organisation and tlfWt 
he is planning to ran for the Senate? 

Now, Mr. Mayor. Is It because of my exposure of these prominent 
men affiliating in Communist circles that you and your Committee se¬ 
lected me as a target of attack T 

QUESTION NO. 6: 

Mr. Newton, will you please give some kind of a public atatoment 
as to why you discriminated agalnat me and were so free in passing out 
the eighty-five page report to the press, and to other persons charged 
In the report, and didn't you deliberately lie to me when you said there 
were no copies available? Did you rob me of the privilege of having 
this report for fear that it would land In !)]• hands of the Committee 
«f un-American ActiivtteaT 

If the report Is not ■ part of a conspiracy, what have you to fear? 

QUESTION NO. 7: 

Mr Newton, for your seventh question, and this is by no means 
the (61.00 one—-we’ll get to that one later, and I am not going to dis¬ 
cuss this one very long, just what Is the connection between your office 
and the office of the Anti-Defamation League? Ladies and gentlemen, 
when we have the answer to that question, a great many of our prob- 
lems will be ironed out. 

QUESTION NO. 8: 

Mr. Newton . .. are yon going to follow the tactics of Hitler and 
form a permanent Gestapo to crucify the ministry and fundamental 
Christianity, as this (Mr. Springer holds up the'85-psge report) Interim 
Committee has suggested that you do? Are you going to follow lha 
further recommendation and apend (25,000 a year of the taxpayers' 
monay of the city of Denvas^and Mir op the lie and the wrath of the 
minority groups not mentioned In your hate propaganda. What are you 
going to do with the Italian minority? What are you going to do with 
the Polish minority? What are you going to do with the Indian minor¬ 
ity? What are you going to do with fundamental Christianity? It's a 
minority group In your city. 

Mr. Mayor, are you so naive that you are going to let the Com¬ 
munist Party dictate the policies of the city of Denver? 

QUESTION NO. 9: 

Mr. Mayor, if the tactics of this Committee and the policies of this 
Committee are not halted it once, I predict that we are going to have 
race riots In the city of Denver, and when these race Hots come—and 
come they will If you contniue to follow the policy of this interim Com¬ 
mittee report—the question Is, aro you willing to taka your share of 
the responiibtllty along with the Communist Party? (Applause). 

QUESTION NO. 10: 

Mr. Mayor ... I am now approaching your 161.00 question. 

You are an attorney. As auch, you know how dangerous it la to 
conspire against the dvil liberties of any eitlten. 

I charge, sir, that your "Hate Report" demands that my civil 
liberties bo violated. I charge that you and the members of your Com¬ 
mittee have entered into conspiracy to deprive me of my rights of free 
speech and free press. 

I charge that the published text of your report proves the existence 
of such a conspiracy. 

I charge that you have attacked my religion, which 1s, as your 
Report says, "Fundamental Christianity." 1 believe in "Fundamental 
Christianity/* 

I charge you and the members of your Committee with trying 
to interfere with my religious rights. 

Now >ct mo read tho exact section of the law that 1 charge you 
have violated. 

Mr. Mayor . . . Have you forgotten Section 61 of Title 18 of 
Criminal Code of the United States Government, which reads aa 
follows: 

"Conspiracy to injure persons In exercise of civil rights. If two or 
snore persons (you don't ne«d eight) conspire to injure, oppress. 


threaten, or Intimidate any dtiren In the fu-".-xdse of enjoyment of 
any right or privilege seemed to him by the Constitution or laws of 
the United States, or because of his having so exercised the same, they, 
shall be fined not more than (5,000 or imprisoned not more thin ten 
years, and shall moreover, l» thereafter Ineligible to any office, or 
place of honor, profit or trust created by the Constitution or laws of 
the United States." w 

Mr. Mayor ... I repeat my charge, t accuse you and the members 
of your "Hate Committee" with having violated this Section of the 
American Criminal Code. 

Now, Mr. Mayor, here is yoor (61.00 question] 

Do you know of any reason why e grand jury should not b* Im¬ 
panelled for Uio purpose of looking into this matter? 

In view of tho scandal, that you have now created ,.. Don't you 
think, In fairness to the patriotic and Christian people of the Rocky, 
Mountain area . . . that you should step down and out of office .. t 
and submit to a hearing before • grand jury? 

Will you resign from office? Or wl)t it be necessary for the out¬ 
raged |Wple of Denver to rise up and demand your recall? (Extended 
applause). 

SMEARING BECOMES A SCIENCE 

The last few years the American public has been bombarded with 
books and pamphlets, carrying vicious and foul attacks on many of th« 
fearless Gospel preachers. All of these publications follow the same 
Moscow inspired line: by labeling every minister who refuses to kneel 
at the altar of Red Bolshevism, aa a Fascist, end anti-Semite. This la 
part of a sinister and carefully planned conspiracy to destroy every, 
Christian Church In America. 

Millions of dollars aye being poured into the coffers of this Anti- 
Christ Smear-Brigade, to carry out their campaign of removing from 
the pulpits, and radio, every minister who preaches the deity and virgin 
birth of Christ, and who is unwilling to sell out his Church and Na¬ 
tion to these Red Atheistic butchers. 

From the central executive committee of Komsomol, the only 
licensed youth organization In the Soviet Union, has just Issued • 
brochure under the title, 'The Ten Commandments of Communism/' 
This is translated from the original text. 

“(1) Never forget that the clergy are the bitterest foes of tho 
Communist state. a 

"(2) Try to win your friends over to Communism and remember 
that Stalin, who has given a new constitution to the Russian people, 
is the head of the "Godless," not only in the Soviet Union, but all over 
the world. 

“(S) Prevail upon your friends to avoid contacts with priests. 

"(1) Beware of spies snd tell the police sbout saboteurs. 

“(5) See to it that atheist publications are widely distributed 
among the people. - j 

“(6) A good young Communist must also be a militant atheist. 
He must know how to use bis weapons and be experienced in the art 
or war. 

"(7) Wherever you cad, fight religious elements snd forestall any, 
Influence they might bring to bear upon your comrades. 

"(8) A true "Cod-less* must also be a good policeman. It is the 
duty of every "God-less" to protect the security of the state. 

"(9) Support the "Goddess" movement with money which is needed 
psrticularly for our propaganda abroad, since, under present circum¬ 
stances. it can only be carried on underground, 

"(10) If you are not s convince^ "God-jess," you cannot be a good 
Communist and true Soviet citizen. Atheism Is Insolubly tied in with 
Communism. Both ideals are the foundation of Soviet power." 

I want you to mark in your mtud the first Commandment of Com¬ 
munism, "Never forget that the clergy are the bitterest foes of the 
Communist stale”; tha second, "Try to win your friends over to Com¬ 
munism and remember that Stalin, who has given a new constitution 
to the Russian people, is the head of the 'Godless', not only in the 
Soviet Union, but all over the world": the third, "Prevail upon your 
friends to avoid contacts with priests' ; and tenth, "if you are not a 
convinced 'God-leu', you cannot bo a good Communist and true Soviet 
citizen. Atheism is insolubly tied in with Communism. Both ideals are 
the foundation of Soviet Power." 

Now, with that firmly fixed in your minds, let me read to you 
from the front page of 'The Denver Catholic Register," published in 
Denver, Thursday, August .29, 1946; 

I quote . .. (Ex. E—"Denver Catholic Regiater," Thursday, Au¬ 
gust 29, 1946). 

"Here is Reds' Watchword: Chute): Must Be Destroyed.” 

* That, ladies and gentlemen, gives ua the origin of the attack upon 
the Church and ths fundamental ministry, and "The Catholic Register” 
gives us proof that it is being carried out In the United States of 
America. ■ - - . 

Now 1 want to give you the hidden hand behind this sinister re¬ 
port. What I am going to give you now Is almost unbellaveble, end yet 
it is true. I do not have time this afternoon to read the report of the 
Mayor's Interim Survey Committee on Human Relations. Thera are 
pincty-eix pages in this report all told. . ■ 

But on June 19, 1947. Mayor Newton appointed the Committee— 
hold that date In mind—June 10, 1947. On Page 90 wo are told what 
other cities have done. It Is sold there that ths Committee sent letters 
to twenty-six official municipal boards listed In the director of Local 
Public Agencies of the American Council on Race Relations. 

By Inserting this Into the report, you are left with the Impression 
thst the Mayor's Committee on Human Relations was a good tiling for 
other cities: therefore, it must be good for Denver. But the fact re¬ 
mains, my friends, from the very structure of this eighty-five page 
report, the ground it covers, we can readily identify tho real origin. 

I make bold to affirm that the Mayor's Committee started, first 
of all, In the city of Detroit, Michigan, on April 27th and 28th, 1946, 
just a little over a year before it was established in the city of Denver. 
It wu not known as ■ city committee on Human Relations, but was
